mors are flying fast at Lock, the home of the Lintons, who formerly lived 
in Newark. 


An Advocate reporter called Saturday afternoon at the home of Mrs. 


Louise Carlock, mother of Mrs. Linton. Mrs. Carlock, and her daughter, 
a sister of Mrs. Linton, conduct a boarding house at Z?> North

street where Mrs. Linton and her former husband) Jas. 
Hammond, lived 


until Mr. Hammond's death, September 27 of last'year. The death of Mr. 
Hammond occurred at his home in Alexandria while divorce proceedings, 
brought against him by Mrs. Hammond, were in progress. Five 
months 


after the death of Mr. Hammond, Mrs. Hammond married her present hus- 
band, Charles Linton, the adopted son of Isaac Linton. 


From all that can be gathered, the Carlock family are well respected 


in the neighborhood in which 
they live, and 
Mrs. 
Linton 
was 
well 


thought of. 
The family formerlly lived in Alexandria, but came from Bal- 


timore street to the present locality about two years ago. 
Not much can 


be learned of the manner in which the Linton family gets along, but it is 
thought that very little, if any, trouble has ever occurred in the family. 


Mrs. Carlock knew nothing of the examination of the baby's 
remains 


by the Knox county coroner.

HUSBAND DIED DAY OF DIVORCE TRIAL- 


BEDDED LINTON AFTER SHORT COURTSHIP 


LOCK, O., May 13.—Rumors are flying thick and fast here this after- 


noon but as yet no positive statement is made regarding the death of Mrs. 
Charles Linton's little child, who was found dead in a cistern one^week ago. 


Rumor has it that the doctors who took up the body at Alexandria yes- 


terday, found no water on the lungs and did find evidence of poisoning in 
the stomach. 
The doctors however, are non-committal. The report 
from 


Mt. Vernon that Mrs. Linton showed no evidence of regret over the child's 
death is a mistake. Mrs. Linton did mourn her child's death. 


Mrs. Linton is about 22 years old, She recently lived at 33 North Wil- 


liams street, Newark. 
She was married to. James Hammond, a carpenter, 


formerly of Alexandria, hut instituted a suit for divorce. On the day this 
case was to have been tried, Mr. Hammond died of typhoid 
fever. 
While 


living with her mother, Mrs. Carlock. who keeps a boarding house in West 
Newark, Mrs. Hammond met Charles Linton, at that time working at the 
Wehrle stove foundry. 
After an acquaintance of two months, their wed- 


ding took place last February and they came to live with Linton's foster par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Linton, a mile from Lock. 


Neighbors say that so far as theyknow the Lintons were all kind to the 


child. If the body had not been found floating upon the surface of the cis- 
tern water, no investigation would have been made of the death. 
It will 


be remembered that the covering of the cistern was closed. 
It 
was al- 


leged that the 14-months old baby raised the lid,, fell into the cistern 
and 


drowned. 
How the cistern covering got back over tEe opening is 
not 


known. 


recalled before the coroner and exam- 
ined further relative

death. 


It is claimed that when the body was 


found it was floating in the cistern 
and that when an attempt was made 
to restore life no water was thrown 
off the lungs, as would have been the 
case had it been drowned. Mr. Ed Coe, 
who took the body out of the cistern, 
says that it was floating. When asked 
relative to the condition of the lungs 
he said that he could not tell whether 
there was any water in them or not. 
Coe was the one who made the attempt 
to revive the child. He says that his 
own clothes was very wet and that 
the child's hair contained water. He 
could not say whether the water that 
was in evidence while he was rolling 
the form over a bucket came from the 
child's mouth or whether it dripped 
from his, hands or the child's hair. 


It is said also 
that 
neither 
the 


mother nor the mother-in-law exhibi- 
ted any particular signs or sorrow over 
the little one's death. This, together 
with other reported circumstances, has 
given rise" to numerous ugly rumors, 
which the coroner feels in duty bound 
to investigate thoroughly. 


On Friday the Mt. Vernon Republi- 


can-News received a short note from 
the young mother, who thanks-those 
of her friends who showed her kind 
ness at the time of her infant's death 
She says that she wants the public to 
distinctly understand that neither hei 
husband nor his parents 
were 
ever 


abusive to the tot and that none of 
them would have harmed the child for 
the world. She concludes her note as 
follows: 


"Let people remember that accusa- 


tions that cannot be proved sometimes 
cause trouble."

Marie Hammond, the infant daughter of Mrs. Charles Linton, formerly 
Mrs. Hammond of Newark, said to have been drowned in a cistern at Locke 
on Saturday, May C. had been interred on Sunda3r. 
Foul play 
was

pected in connection with the death of the little girl, and the coroner had 
the remains disinterred for the purpose of determining the truth or falsi 
ty of this report. 
After the body had been taken from the grave the phy 


sicians removed the stomach and lungs. No water was found in the lungs, 
which would have been the case had the girl been drowned- It is said that 
evidences of poisoning were also found in the stomach, as the lower part 
of that organ was somewhat decayed, and had the appearance 
of having 


been eaten away with acid of some kind. 
When the Coroner and physi- 


cians left they carried the stomach and lungs away with them. It is said 
that arrests will follow.

Scheme to Teach Owners How 


to Save Riches. 


AS OBJECT LESSON IN ECONOMY 


What the Geolagle*! Survey Pro- 


poses to Do at the Lewi* aad

Many Valuable Mineral* Found by 


, Says W. K. Curtis. 


Riches are BO abundant In the west- 


ern states that those who seek them 
are very wasteful and reckless, says 
William E. Curtia. the Chicago Record- 


The amount of valuable material neg- 
lected or wasted in the mines, forests, 
fisheries 
aud, farming communities 


west of the Mississippi river would 
support a nation like Germany or 
France, 
The great majority of peo- 


ple who have been and are engaged in 
the development of the natural re- 
sources of the west utilize only the 
most profitable discoveries and results 
of their labors and throw away the 
rest. 


Occasionally a Yankee who has not 


forgotten the lessons taught by tie 
struggles of his ancestors and has not 
entirely discarded the habits of thrift 
which his mother taught him is able 
to devise methods by which a great 
deal of wastage Is prevented, but the 
cow man still buys oleomargarine and 
other butter substitutes, the lumber- 
man wastes one-third of his timber 
and the miner leaves on the ground 
valuable tailings which he has not time 
to work. This habit of wastefulness Is 
peculiarly American. 
It cannot be 


found in any other nation or on any 
other continent save ours. 


The geological survey has a scheme 


to teach gold miners lessons in econ- 
omy by which It Is hoped to increase 
the mineral value of the output of the 
western states by utilizing valuable 
ores and earths which are now wasted 
or neglected, and it is proposed to offer 
an object lesson In this respect at the 
Lewis and Clark exposition at Port- 
land this summer. 


There are about 15,000 placer mines 


now being worked in the mountain re- 
gions of the west, at which no care 
Is taken to preserve the byproducts. 
It Is proposed to begin the reform 
with them. In placer mining after the 
gold has been washed out of the clay 
or dirt there always remains a quan- 
tity of heavy metallic sand and other 
material of more or less value. 
The 


most prevalent mineral is magnetite — 
a magnetic oxide of iron, which is 
•worth about $10 a ton— and almost al- 
ways traces of platinum can be found. 
which Is worth $20 an ounce, one of 
the most valuable of minerals. 
Chro- 


mlte is another common mineral that 
is ignored , by miners, although' it "is 
worth from $20 to $40 a ton, and va- 
rious others offer a permanent and 
profitable Industry to miners who now 
throw them on the dumps. 


In order to bring about a reform 


Director "Waleott of the geological sur- 
vey has Issued a circular to placer 
miners throughout the United States 
asking them to send in to the office at 
Washington packages of not less than 
four pounds of the black sand and 
heavy residue material 
from 
their 


washings. 
Each package will be an- 


alyzed and classified, and experts will 
be sent to make personal and thorough 
examinations of localities where pre- 
liminary tests give promise of finding 
platinum or other metals in profitable 
quantities. 
Dr. David T. Day will 


carry on concentration 
experiments 


with such materials in the mining 
building at Portland all this summer. 
He proposes to show by daily public 
experiments what there Is of value in 
the sands which are now wasted and 
how to get It out. 


Already several samples have been 


examined, and not only have valuable 
minerals been found, but also several 
diamonds of commercial value, a quan- 
tity of small rubies, which may be used 
as Jewels by watchmakers, and oc- 
casionally a topaz or other jewel. One 
sample of black sand sent in from a 
mine was about 15 per cent bird shot, 
which indicates that there was a good 
deal of poor shootiug in the neighbor- 
hood from which it came. 


•Weather Service Extension. 


It has been arranged bj the navy de- 


partment that all merchant ships fitted 
with wireless telegraph apparatus shall 
make daily weather reports when they 
are In touch with the government 
coastwise stations, which will shortly 
be established in a chain extending 
from Portland, Me., to New Orleans 
and later to Galves.ton, says a Wash- 
ington 
correspondent of the 
New 


York Post. It is planned that s*ch 
ships shall make their reports at 
Greenwich noon, which reports will 
probably be forwarded to the weather 
bureau in Washington. It is also asked 
that there be special reports of any 
marked changes observed In the ba- 
rometer at other times. On the other 
hand, these naval wireless stations will 
furnish the ships when desired with 
xveather forecasts which come from the 
tveather bureau. At certain posts at 
which they may be observed the naval 
wirtless stations along tl;e cu;;ot TV!!! 
also display the usual weather signals. 


Big Xew Mexican Pine. 


At Cloudcroft, N. M , the other day 


a pine tree was cut down which meas- 
ured seven feet In diameter at the 
ground and was two feet in diameter 
at a point sixty feet above the ground, 
says the Santa Fe Now Mexican. The 
trunk of the tree measured over a hun- 
dred feet In length. It was cut down 
to make room for a dwelling house, 
which la to be built directly over the 
stump. 


POPE O B S l E D FORT MONEY* 


Pope Plus X.'s rt'ivnt encyclical let- 


ter ro all the prt-luu^ aud others in the 
Roman Catholic lominuujoii is consid- 
ered one of the iiu^t important and far 
reaching document-, he has written 
since his elevation, says a Washington 
special dfojpatch to the New York Her- 
ald. 


According to the prelates, the en- 


rycllckl is (Specially important since it 
ipeaks autborltath eh on subjects which 
now are harassing the American secu- 
lar aa well as religious world. The 
pope speaks In positive terms on the 
vital importance of mural teachings for 
young and old and of the influence of 
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well as the individual. He makes a 
general review of the deplorable condi- 
tion of the world at the present time 
and suggests that the remedy lies in 
knowing more cleurly and following 
more docilely the teachings of Chris- 
tianity. • 


'•There are today," gays the pope, 


"vast numbers, continually being re- 
cruited by fresh accessions, who are 
utterly ignorant of the truths of re- 
ligion or who at most possess only such 
knowledge of God and of the Christian 
faith as to lead the lives of idolaters. 
In consequence of this ignorance they 
regard it as no crime to cherish hatred 
against their neighbor, to enter Into the 
most unjust contracts, to promote the 
most unjust speculation, to endeavor to 
possess themselves of the property of 
others by enormous usury and to com- 
mit other Iniquities not less reprehensi- 
ble. 


"Furthermore, they seem unaware 


that the law of Christ not only forbids 
immoral actions, but condemns immor- 
al thoughts and immoral desires. Even 
when they are restrained from aban- 
doning themselves to sensual pleasures, 
they, without any scruple feed them- 
selves on evil thoughts, multiplying 
sins beyond the hairs of the head. We 
deem It necessary to repeat that such 
persons are found not ouly among the 
poorer classes, but in the highest walk 
of life, and even aiudug those puffed 
up with knowledge, who, relying upon 
a vain erudition, thmk they are at lib- 
erty to turn religion Into ridicule." 


The pope makes an eloquent plea for 


moral teaching In the schools. He ends 
by bestowing the apostolic benediction 
on all who follow his words. 


MISSING LINK IN BLOOD. 


German Doctor'* Experiment* 'With 


Apes and Men. 


Professor Dr. Uhlenhuth, an eminent 


army doctor In Germany, definitely 
claims to have^.discovered the missing 
link by a long, series of investigations, 
having established the similarity In ev- 
ery respect of the blood of the higher 
apes and human beings, says a Berlin 
specif l.leaMS j$&attft to tte :New York 
World. If the blood serum of one ani- 
mal be mixed with that of any other 
the mixture remains clear; if, however, 
blood be taken from an ape and inject- 
ed Into the veins of a rabbit the blood 
subsequently taken from this rabbit 
becomes troubled when mixed with 
more ape's blood. A similar result la 
obtained if human blood be injected 
into the veins of a rabbit, and this sim- 
ple experiment Is' often relied upon to 
prove if a spot of blood found on the 
clothes of a suspected murderer Is hu- 
man. 


This phenomenon is observed only 


when the blood of apes or human be- 
ings isjj injected into the blood of some 
living animal, and the higher the ape 
in the scale of development the more 
pronounced Is the reaction. 


Outlawed Bank 3iote». 


The financial world will be greatly 


fiirftled 
by a decision recently ren- 


dered in Minnesota by a justice of tbe 
peace to the ettect that a national bank 
bill is outlawed and cannot be of any 
value to auy «ne and therefore cannot 
constitute a good tender for a debt 
after six years from its date, says Case 
and Comment 
The opinion of the 


learned justice states that the law Is 
to the effect that a demand must be 
made within six years in order to pre- 
serve a cause- of action on a demand 
note; that th<> bank note is a demand 
note, and in the absence of proof that 
payment thereof had ever been de- 
manded of tin- bank the note is out 
lawed. Strange that no one thought of 
It before.

How Pair Rosebud Homestead- 


ers Will Choose Husbands. 


THEY WILL WED ON OONDITIOH8 


'Women Settler* mt Bonesteel, 9. !>.. 


Will Require Suitor* to Shotr Their 
Farming Ability—Men Uuit Work » 
Year ou a Quarter Section—If They 
Do Well, May Win Fair Owner. 


Because about 10,000 men of all ages 


from every state in the Union want to 
marry the 120 women eligible for 
matrimony who drew homesteads on 
*v^

South Dakota, these 120 females have 
formed a mutual protective society, 
and the man who marries one of the 
ujiiiber must first show that he is able 
to work a farm nud must put in a 
whole season at plowing, sowing and 
harvesting, says a Bouestecl (S. D.) 
dispatch to the Brooklyn Eagle. 


After he does all this work, for which 


his fair inamorata receives the reward, 
the man may be rejected if he doea 
not please the owner of the homestead. 
But if his work has been well done; 
if there has been no grumbling; if the 
furrows have been straight and even, 
then the man may possibly become the 
proud possessor of a wife and a quar- 
ter section of good Rosebud laud. 


Miss Kuth Pyrtle, foriui-rly of Lin- 


coln, Xeb., where she taught in the pub- 
lic schools, Is president of the new so- 
ciety, aud Miss Estelle Salle. formerly 
of Mexico, Mo., is vice president. 
These are the only two officers neces- 
sary, as each member answers the let- 
ters which have been assigned to her 
by the president. 
No secretary is 


needed. 


A few weeks ago the government 


published a list of the number of worn-1 
en who drew homesteads at the allot- 
ment. These names got into the news- 
papers, and as a result something like 
10,000 men throughout the country 
have signified their willingness to ex- 
change their superior knowledge of the 
ways of the world (or a joint seat be- 
side the firesides of the little cabins 
which the girls have built. 


Most of the letters have been ad- 


dressed to different land agents in 
Bonesteel, and thousands of the suitors 
have left the matter entirely in the 
hands of these agents, signifying their 
ability to be content with any bride the 
ageut may pick for them. 
But the 


agents themselves could not on short 
notice determine on brides for many 
applicants, nud the girls soon fouud 
out that they were in great demand. 


Then they became Laugbty. 
With 


about 1,000 suitors for each woman, 
the girls decided that they would be in 
no hurry to avail themselves of any of- 
fer of marriage. 
They decided that 


any man who would marry the pos- 


• sessor of a Bonesteel farm must come 
there and show his good intentions by 
first planting and then harvesting a 
crop, all for the benefit of the woman 
he wanted to marry. He must show 
his worth and prove that he wanted a 
wife more than he did a farm. 


And so the society was born. Its 


name is the Rosebud Ladies' Protective 
association, and almost ever}1 one of 
those 120 females belongs to It. Some 
of its members never had an offer of 
marriage before aud were for taking 
the first applicant, but the younger and 
better looking element prevailed, and a 
set of rules was promulgated which the 
members say will be IHed up to re- 
ligiously. 


Tbe letters received are of all sorts, 


from the plain business proposition to 
the silly gush of the most approved 
sfhoolboy fashion. 
The president di- 


vides the letters evenly, giving each 
woman her share, unopened, so tbat no 
partiality may be shown. Every letter 
will be answered and the writer Invit- 
ed to come to Bonesteel to be Initiated, 
after which he will receive his answer 
from the girl to whom he Is allotted. 


And the Initiation? 
It consists of 


nothing but -work. The applicant will 
be required to labor without pay as an 
ordinary farm hand, doing what Is re- 
quired of an ordinary farm laborer, fol- 
low lug the orders «f the female owner 
of the farm In those things of wlilc-h 
she knows and teaching her those farin- 
Injf secrets of which sbe knows uot. 
On Friday nigbta and Sunday after- 
noons he can sit up In tbe parlor and 
talk to the fair homesteader, If be isn't 
too tlml to do anything but go to bt'd. 


If the loM-sick swain survives the 


season and the crops he makes are 
bountiful then he may pres<i his suit 
and ref-eive a definite answer from the 
girl 


Within the past few weeks all those 


"lady farmers" who did not winter ou 
tbe reservation have come out and have 
taken up the ranches which were al- 
lotted them.

DOPE VICTIM 


Young New Yorker Found Dead on 


v 
a Railway Train. 


VISITED AN OPIUM RESORT 


Negro Porter, Who Put the Youth on 


the Train, Located by the Police 
and Closely Questioned — Victim 
Was on His Way to a Ranch In 
Oklahoma Territory. 


Kansas City, May 13.—Herbert V. 


Croker, 23, a son of Richard Croker, 
the former Tammany leader of New- 
York, was found dead on a south- 
bound Santa Fe train near Newton, 
Kan., and it is supposed he died of 
opium 
poisoning. 
The 
body was 


taken from 
the train at Newton, 


where an inquest is being held, and 
where it is expected that an autopsy 
will be performed to determine the 
cause of death. From papers found 
on the dead man it appears that he 
was on his way from New York to 
spend a vacation at the "101" ranch, 
Bliss, Okla. 
He stopped in Kansas 


City on his way west, but did not 
register at a hotel or, so far as 
known, make his identity known to 
any one. He visited the Elm flidge 
races in the afternoon, but his con- 
duct was not unusual. 


At night Mr. Croker, In a condition 


of stupor, was put on board a chair 
car on a Santa Fe train by a negro, 
who gave him a purse containing $19 
In money and a ticket to Bliss, Okla. 
Mr. Croker immediately lapsed into a 
heavy sleep. 
His fellow passengers 


noticed his sleep become quieter. No 
attention was paid to his condition 
until Newton had been nearly reach- 
ed, when the conductor, seeking to 
rouse him to collect his ticket, found 
him dead. 
The coroner at Newton 


began an inquest, at which trainmen 
testified that Mr. Croker did not smell 
of liouor. 


The police of this city found the 


negro who put Croker on the train. 
He was a porter at the Coates House 
named Woodson. He said that Cro- 
ker, whom he met at the -hotel, asked 
to be taken to an opium joint; that he 
took Croker to such a place kept by 
a Chinaman; that Croker stayed there 
for an hour, and that then, at his re- 
quest, Woodson took Croker to the 
train and helped him on board. The 
Th'e 'police believe .Wbodson's sitory. 


Later the police arrested Woodson, 


and are holding him for investigation. 


INTO A STREAM

Plunges Frightened Horse, and Three 


Persons Are Drowned. 


Huntington, Ind., May 13. — Daniel 


Crouse and wife of Sheldon, and the 
former's sister, Miss Mary Crouse, 
were drowned in the Little Wabash 
river near Mardenia, four miles east 
of this city.

Railroad tonnage in April fell 
somewhat behind March, but the gain 
in earnings over April, 1904, is fully 
8.7 per' cent. 
The wool markets are 


very high, and at the west excitement 
reigns, with sales of wool on the 
sheep's back bringing prices 10 cents 
higher than the eastern level.

The decision to call this meeting of 


e council followed a two hours' ses- 


sion between the officials of the team- 
sters' union and the team-owners' as- 
sociation. The members of the latter

strike been favoiable to the team- 
sters. 
However, at the meeting the 


team owners 
bluntly informed the 


teamsters that their cause was lost, 
and that the best thing they could do 
was to call off the strike, and do it at 
once. 
The teamsters demurred, but 


the team owners, who have been their 
chief reliance since the commence- 
ment of the fight, were obdurate, and 
the meeting of the council was set for 
tonight. 


The second blow came also from 


the 
team-owners' association when 


the resignation of John C. Driscoll, its 
secretary, was tendered and accepted. 
Secretary Driscoll during the present 
strike has been a potent factor on the 
side of the teamsters. There was 
much dissatisfaction among the mem- 
beres of the organization with certain 
actions of Secretary Driscoll in con- 
nection with the strike. 


Another blow was administered at 


the meeting of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers' association, which is made up 
of business men from all parts of the 
state. At a secret meeting at the 
Auditorium hotel the members of the

William H. Mclntyw, 
Annie F. Hyde and Mary B. Ripley, in 
winch the plaintiffs desire the re- 
moval of Mr. Alexander from his posi- 
tion as trustee of the Hyde stock and

accounting. The com- 


plaint reviews the history of the es- 
tablishment of the deed of trust, fcnd 
declai es it to have been the fixed pur- 
pobe of Henry B. Hyde that the con- 
trol of the stock and the responsibil- 
ity for the management of the society 
should remain with his descendants 
as long as the law would permit. 


The comiilaint charges that de- 


fendant has made no effort to induce 
James 71 Hyde, upon attaining his 
thiitieth birthday, and upon the ter- 
mination of the trust, to make a new 
settlement of the stock and property, 
for any purpose, but instead, "has for 
many months past been secretly en- 
gaged in organizing and carrying on 
a conspiracy, the purpose of which, 
was to take the power of controlling 
the management of said society away 
from the stock without the consent of 
its holders, and to confer this power 
ostensibly 
upon the policy-holders, 


but in a form in which he expects to 
be able to control the management 
through proxies secured by agents of

SIMPLON TUNNEL 


W.as 
Paralleled by King Hezekiah, 2500 


Years Ago, Says Cassier's 


Magazine. 


.The recent successful 
achievement 


of the piercing of the Simiiion has re- 
called a parallel 1'eat of engineering 
skill, although on a comparatively very 
insignificant scale, yet carried 
out 


more than 25 centuries ago, says Cas- 
sier's Magazine. Dr. Bcrtholet, of Ba- 
sle university, has drawn attention to 
this remarkable work, v.'hich seems to 
be the first recorded instance of tun- 
neling in the rock. Ot" King Hezekiah, 
who is supposed to have reigned in Je- 
rusalem from 727 to 099 before 
the 


Christian era, we are told—II. Kings, 
xx., 20—that he "made a pool, and a 
conduit, and brought water in to the 
city, a statement confirmed by Jesus 
Sirach—xlviii., 17—who wrote: "Hez- 
ekiah fortified his city by leading wat- 
er into it, and he bored through the 
rocks with bronze and dammed the 
water 
into a pool." 
This 
borir., 


through the rocks with bronze, in the 
opinion of modern scholars, refers to 
the Shiloah tunnel, through which the 
water of Mary's spring, iying to the 
east of Jerusalem, was brought to the 
city into the pool of Siloam, mentioned 
in the Fourth Gospel. Hezekiah's pur- 
pose seems to have been twofold—to 
supply Jerusalem with good water in. 
case of a siege, and, at the same time, 
to cut oft' the watfer supply of the ene- 
my. . ThB-~ latter reason"is clear -from 
a passage 
in 
Chronicles—xxii., 4— 


where it is related how the people 
"stopped all the 
fountains 
and the 


brook that ran through the midst of 
the land," to forestall 
the Kings 
of 


Asyria should they come to beleaguer 
the city. In the same chapter—xxii., 
30—it is said more explicitly that Hez- 
ekiah "stopped the water course of Gi- 
hon, and brought it straight down to 
the west side of the 
city 
of David." 


The 
surface canal, rediscovered 
in 


1890, was co:i£U"ic'.ed in the reign of 
Hezckiah's predecessor, and is proba- 
bly referred to by Isaiah as the "wat- 
ers of Shiloah that go softly." It was 
thus replaced by a much more efficient, 
device, namely, an underground con- 
duit. 


So i'ar, then, the at present existing 


Shiloah tunnel had been identified with 
the work of the old Jewish King, but 
it was reserved for a mere chance to 
reveal the technical details of this an- 
cient example of rock-piercing. In the 
year 18SO some boys, while bathing in 
the Shiloah tunnel, noticed an inscrip- 
tion, which, on examination, proved to 
be in old Hebrew characters, only 
slightly less primitive 
in form than 


those of the Moabite stone, wh'Je fur- 
ther investigation 
showed 
that the 


writing must be regarded as contem- 
porary with the construction of 
the 


tunnel itself, 
In spite of 
a few la- 


cunea, the inscription has been read, 
and 
runs 
to 
the following 
effect: 


"(CompleteJ is) the piercing. And this 
was the maner of the piercing. When 
yet the pick ol" the one against the 
other there 
were still three ells (to 


pierce) then 
(one could 
hear) the 


voice of the one, who 
called to the 


other; for there was (a cleft) in Mie 
rock on the south side, and on the day 
of the final piercing the rock hewers 
struck against each other, pick aga'nst 
pick. Then flowed the waters from th 
outlet into the pool 1200 ells distant. 
And 100 ells was the height 
of the 


rock above the heads of the hewers." 


This description leaves no doubt as 


to the boring of the tunnel having been 
commenced from both ends simultan- 
eously. A curious confirmation ol the 
tact is, however, afforded by the cir- 
cunr.stance that the marks of the tools 
;un in opposite directions in the north- 
ern and southern halves.

This biting sarcasm did 
not prevent Nnpofeon from spending 
several million francs at a time when 
his empire was under a tremendous 
strain of expenditures in bounties for 
sugar made from beets.

you will understand the wonderful na- 
ture of the police organization. With- 
in a few hours of the discovery of a 
sensational crime, the .author of which 
has escaped, the six millions of people 
in London are more or less under sur- 
veillance. 


Imagine a terrible murder such as 


that at Deptford a few days ago. 
The 


local police immediately communicat- 
ed with Scotland 
Yard, giving 
the 


facts — stating, for example, that three 
people had been cruelly murdered, 
in a house and that a fair haired man 
of 40 wearing a long gray overcoat has 
been seen to leave the house. 
From 


Scotland Yard these radiate to the 
metropolitan police divisions, from the 
"A'' or Whitechapel 
district to the 


"Y" or Highgate district, such facts 
as the authorities in the great central 
building on the Embankment think it 
nceessary should be known. It is then 
only a matter of a few hours before 
the policemen in the streets are keep- 
ing their eyes open lor a fair haired 
man of '40 wearing a long gray over- 
coat. But this is only the beginning of 
the work. One of the chief detectives 
of Scotland Yard is on the scene of the 
crime as quickly as it is possible for 
him to get there, and possibly rushes 
down on his motor car. The chiels, 
\vith their assistants, make a thorough 
examination of the place and take pho- 
tographs. 


A piece of glass bearing the marks 


of two fingers is sent off at once to 
Scotland Yard. 
It has been decided 


that the criminal is a casual laborer, 
and there is a detective quietly watcfi- 
ing every common lodging house with- 
in a radius of miles.

ing from Newark or Zanesville. 


The C., N. and Z. railroad has given 


the hamlet not a little animation dur- 
ing the past year on account of locat- 
ing on it its depot. 
From every di- 


rection, particularly north and south 
come many to this point to get on the 
cars to go to Newark, Zanesville and 
intermediate points. 


Here is an ideal place for picnickers 


and those wanting to fish to spend a 
few hour1;, or a day ortwo.
